Even an editor must have rest, strange 
as it may seem, and your veteran quill driver 
is no exception to the rule. So, for a week’s 
recreation inthe autumn glories of beautiful 
Savannah, A week of. abstinence from the 
rollicking excitemeet of Atlanta’s never fail- 
ing activity—from con‘ests about primary 
and delegate nominations, and Thurman’s 
well, and special engines, and all that sort of 
exhausting agitation. 

Who can do justice to the delight of this 
sort of emancipation from toil? The un- 
fettered brain revels in the joy of a echool 
boy truancy. No labored leaders frown 
their impending terrors on the coming hours. 
No illegible telegraph threatens incipient 
dis‘raction to decipher its mysteries for 
hungry readers. No bewildering caper 
through multitudinous exchanges to cull 
racy news promises mental fatigue and may- 
hap moral disgust. 

I stretch lazily out on the ve.vet seats, 
independent of the tyranny of journalism, 
and dreamily watch the fields upon fields 
of unpicked cotton from Atlanta to Mzccon. 
The picked fibre can scarcely be missed. Not 
a hand did I see gathering the snowy mon- 
arch, At all the depots serried sentinels of 
bran new bales occupied the platforms, ready 
for shipment. aes 

Glidiog into Macon, I found that inimit- 
able hostelri3, Brown’s Hotel, a scene of 
noisy activity. In addition to its usual com- 
motion coneequent upon its constant patron- 
age, the worthy proprietors are as busy as 
bees primping up the house forthe Fair. 
Spick-span, new carpets, commodious addi- 
tions, fresh peint and tacking and hammering, 
and a lively fluttering generally, impressed 
one that mine host was’going to put his best 
foot foremost at thegreat Fair. But Brown 
was merely typical of Macon in this matter. 
The staid city is agog with life over the com- 
ing Fair. Everybody and everything are 
sprucing up. A jiunty, progressive spirit is 
rampant. 

Well, Mayor Haff took me out to ‘he Fair 
Grounds behind a ripping little mare. We 
went as if time was scarce. Tae ConstitTu- 
TION has told iis readers about these lovely 
grounds. You know1am not given to ex- 
travagant acjectives. The grounds are ex- 
quisite. I found every foot of ground noisy 
with preparation. Throngs of visitors add to 
the bustle. Scores of workmen are fixing 
things. Mayor IlJuff is the controlling genius 
of the concern. He is a very unusual man. 
He is told, ready, decisive, energetic, fertile 
in enterprise, and with large capacity for 
achievement. Huff has proven himself to 
possess very fine administrative ability. His 
management of this Fair busiaess has been 
masterly. 

He has been ably assisted by the Superin- 
tendant, Capt. T. G. Holt, whom I regard as 
the most promising young agriculturalist in 
Georgia. {He is fervently wedded to the 
farmers vocation. Be is a young man of 
thorough education who renounced law be- 
cause he liked planting better. To this de- 
votion to agriculture he adds energy, a fine 
practical judgment, abilities of high order 
and splendid moral qualities. To him be- 
longs the honor of originating the idea of 
contests of counties at State Fairs, the idea 
that embodies the philosophy of successful 
fairs in the future, and which is going to be 
the feature of this fair. Capt. Holt’s idea is 
to make the premium $5,000 for the best 
county exhibition, and thus absorb many of 
the smaller premiums. This large prize will 
induce every leading county to enter, and 
will thus secure the finest’and largest exbibi- 
tion of farm products. 

I must not of course omit the services of 
the State Agriculturai Society and its officers. 
Hundreds of entries have been made, double 
in quantity, I am informed, of those at any 
previous fair. 

As an assurance of the thoroughness of 
preparation being made, I may mention tha: 
a thousand dollars have been spent in fixin 
to show poultry. The coops are covered and 
elevated several feet from the ground. 

The military drill promises to be very ex- 
Citing. Atlanta has more companies entered 
than any other place. Great things are ex- 
pected of our Atlanta soldiers, 

Captain Foreacre’s accommodation in put- 
ting on and extra special train daily from At- 
lanta to Macon and back, is very much ap- 
preciated. This willenable business men to 
leave Atlanta and attend the Fair, and return 
the same day. 

A good supper at Brown’s put me in excel- 
lent condition for a night travel. At 7:45 
P.M.,1 found myself snugly arrénged in a 
comfortable berth on the train of the Macon 
and Brunswick railroad bound for Savaunab. 
President Hazlehurst has put the road in 
fine condition. His passenger eoaches have 
been renovated and refitted, and he carries 
the traveller luxuriously.

‘The school moneys referred to by the 
Eagle—sonie seventy-four thousand dollare— 
are an unexpended balance of a tax laid a 
year ago. The tax brought in that 
amount beyond what the Legislature in- 


tended to, eppropriate towards 
payment of the school bills that 


When the amount of the balance was defip- 

itely ascertained the question arose, what 
shall be done with ii? .The Legislature in- 

tended to appropriate only a certain sum, 

every cent of which had been drawn out. 

Governor Smith finally referred the question 

to the Attorney General. Mr. Hammond’s 

long-continued illness in the summer delayed 

a decision for a considerable time. He final- 
ly prepared an elaborate opinion, in which 
he substantially said that a construction 
of the law would permit the payment,of the 
unexpended balance to the teachers of 1871. 

Partly out of the natural kindness of hie 
heart, as we verily believe, Governor Smith— 
and he was once a echoo]master himself—ac- 
quiesced in the Attorney-General’s opinion, 
although he still entertained doubts as to the 
true construction of the statute. 

Now some of our good friends in Gaines- 
vil'e may think that the money. belonging to 
each fund of a State Treasury is kept in a 
box of its own, separate and distinct from all 
other moneys. Such is not the case. There 
is an amount to the credit of the fund on the 
Treasurer's books—otherwise there is no 
distinction. In the pressing needs of the 
State last spring before the sale of the 
8 per cent. bonds commenced, the public 
m oneys were exhausted ; and when Governor 
Smith decided to pay the seventy-four thou- 
sand .dollars to the teachers of 1671, there 
was no money in the treasury which could 
be legally applied to any such purpose. 

Profescor Orr, in his arJent desire to carry 
the glad news to the teachers, told the county 
officials that the money awaited them. They 
came; and the Governor has drawn warrants 
for the pro rata amount of every account 
that bas been presented to him, drawing no 
less than thirty-seven warrants only day be- 
fore yesterday. There was no money on 
hand to pay them; and right here Treasurer 
Jones hit upon a happy expedient. He pays 
the warrants by giving the county commis- 
sioners orders on the tax collectors of their 
respective counties, who have collected 
money enough to meet such orders. Thus the 
expenses and dangers of transmitting the 
money both ways are avoided, and the teach- 
ers quickly receive it. About fifty counties 
bave already received their proportion of the 
bulance in this way, and the rest will be paid 
as fast as their accounts are presented. 

At the height of the recent panic Gov. 
Smith suspended the drawing of all war- 
rants for two or three days. Those were 
days full of uncertainty, in which it was 
necessary above all things to maintain the 
good credit of the State—in other words, 
to take care that the bonded interest 
should in no event remain unpaid. Every 
business man, every patriotic citizen will 
appreciate the Governor’s foresight and pru- 
dence. If one of those old accounts were 
presented in that short period of suspension, 
no warrant was drawn; but Governor Smith 
has no recollection that one came in during 
the time. And not for a minute cil the 
Treasurer refuse to pay the warrant swith 
orders on the tax collectors. 

There isa wondrous kindness in the Eagle’s 
statement that Governor Smith would not 
take money that had been wrung from the 
people to pay the teachers and hand it over 
to Atlanta’s bankers to save them from bank. 
with the handling of the State’s money than 
the editor of the Eagle has. The Treasurer 
ts required by law to receive and safely keep 
the moneys of the State; and he deposits 
them where he pleases; and if the 
Governor should interfere in the matter 
we might witnessarepetition of the Angier- 
Ballockdrama. The law, it is true, gives the 
Governor some discretionary power in case 
he consijers the funds in jeopardy ; but such 
a power has not and probably never will be 
exercised. 

In view of the responsibility that the Gov- 
ernor took upon himself in paying the unex- 
pended balance to the teachers, when his right 
to do so is not certain; in view of the efforts 
made by the Treasurer to put the money in- 
to their hands at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment, we hope our Gainesville cotemporary, 
and all others who have published similar 
complaints, will render full justice by giving 
equal publicity to the fact.

HE IS SERENADED AND MAKES A 
SPEECH. 


WasHINGTON, October 23—Ex-President 
Johnson was serenaded to-night at the 
Metropolitan Hotel, the front of which was 
decorated with flags and Chinese lanterns. 
An immense crowd of persons were present. 
After music by the band -calls were made 
for Johnson, when he appeared and was re- 
ceived with cheers. He spoke of having 
made his first appearance in Washington 
thirty years ego. He briefly alluded to 
the previous political position held by 
him during that time, and expressed his cor- 
dial thanks for this waIm welcome from those 
who were either witnesses of his acts or had 
heard of them through their relatives and 
friends. He wished to simply express the 
emotions of a heart that never was false to a 
friend or to the country. [Applause.| Hav- 
ing briefly alluded to the period of his Presi- 
dential life, when he lived in the midst of 
calumny aud detraction, and mendacious and 
unprincipled assaults, a man in the 
crowd exclaimed: “And _  ~you . still 
live Andy,” to which Johnson rcplied: “Yes, 
thank God, I am still alive, and not only live 
physically, but Iam alive to see the preser- 
vation of our institutions and the best inter- 
ests of the country.” [Applause.] If any 
one came here expecting him to argue a 
question or make an oratorical display or 
exhibit flreworks, all he had to say 
was that there would be a disappointment; 
even if he had the mental power, he had 
not the physical strength on the present oc- 
casion. hat he would say now would be 
by way of inquiry, and he would ask what 
kind of a Government have we now? [Ap 
plause, and cries of “tell us.”] We used to 
have some ideas that there was a Constitu- 
tion, [Laughter], and constitutional govern- 
ment, and as I argued when I first made my 
ap ce asa member of Congress, the 
inquiry formerly was as to the powers con- 
ferred upon the Government. It was 
tnought long ago there was a limitation to 
power, both as to the several States and the 
general government uncer that instrument. 
Such was the views of Washington, the fath- 
er of his country, who was first in peace and 
first in war, and who sacrificed his 
loss and received no pay (for his 
services, and 80 thought Jefferson 
and those great men who framed the 
Constitution. When he first came to Con- 
gress there were great parties,the Whig and 
the Democratic. He wished to-day the 
country was undertheir control. He feared 
the peop.e would never again have two such 
parties, The difference between them was 
merely this; the Democrats claimed a strict 
eonstruction, while the Whigs claimed a 
little more Jatitude which these par- 
ties were then offered. They both 
agreed in the essential principle that there 
was a Constitution. But how was it now, or 
Within the last four or six years? When a 
measpre w4s brought up in Congress, and its 
constitutionaslity was questioned, the reply 
would be in effect, “Damn the Constitution,” 
we have got the numbers. (Laughter.) And 
while he was here as a friend of the Consti- 
tutjon , battliag apd contending for its exiat 
ence, the Constitution was taken from the 
archive, torn in pieces and trampled under 
foot, the query came up, what kind of 
a goverument have we? The consequences 
of the war had perfectly effaced and wiped 
out the limitations and resiriotions of the 
Constitution. The people, therefore, request 
to be independent in the principles for which 
the Constitution was established, If the 
Constitution is wiped out and Con is 
without restraint, where sre we ? Bovine a 
government controlled by a body of men 
without limitation as to power, and 
no Constitution to restrain them, but 
acting according to their own will 
and ‘interest, we have a most 
odious despotism ever permitted to be estab- 
lished. Rather than accept such a body of 
men, calling themselves or Parlia- 
meot, or Courts with unlimited power, give 
him a wise and just Prince in preference. If 
the other departments were made subordi- 
nate, and gave their agsent, the whole 
had better be wiped out.

In the language of Burge, the eminent 
British statesman, when bad men combine 
fora corrupt p , the time has come when 
good men should combine to resist encroach- 
ments «on the Constitution and country. Let 
them, the good,honest and pure men associate 
in a common cause to resist encroachment on 
constitutional liberty. He knew there were 
societies called Grangers, but beyond this he 
did not care, if they would wnly take under 
their control the State and national govern- 
ment, and administer and preserve them for 
the interest of the people. To this he would 
say amen—so be it. 
Johnson then branched off on the subject 
of finance, advocating gold and silver as the 
constitutional currency, withdrawing all the 
national bank notes and issuing for the green- 
backs to be received in payments of all 
government dues. He maintained by this 
means we would return to specie payment. 
The idea that there was not gold and silver 
enough for this purpose was an absurdity, 
but what was now the matter? The banks 
have suspended. It used to be that banks 


I regret to say, been unable to meke the/| syuspenaed because they had not coin to pay, | 


but at present they suspend because they are 
deficient of paper money. Banks, brokers 
and corporations could all suspend, and there 
was no way to reach them. here was one. 
portion of the people that did not suspend, 
namely: the payer, and the prcdacers of the 
country. The speculators could suspend 
with millions. There were two things cer- 
tain—death and payment of taxes. (Laugh- 
ter) He was in favor of a revolution being 
brought about in public sentiment, and 
instead of the ballot box being degraded and 
corrupted, he wanted the ballot box elevated 
and purified. 
Alluding to Wall street he said that ten 
millions of dollars pass during the day from 
one hand toanother. Capital is not increased 
by this; nor was anything added to the pro- 
ducts of the country. Wall street was de 
moralized by such proceedings. When a 
nation, like an individuals sin, the violation 
of the law. brings punishment, and 
it was time that we should return to 
the old land marks. The time had come when 
war should be made on monopolies. The 
scrambling was for money, land and the 
treasury. As a general thing the peo- 
ple did not seem to be alarmea about a third 
Presidential term, and by apathy many a na- 
tion has Jost its liberty. Power is passing 
from the great mass toa few. ° 
Mr. Johnson then spoke in favor of the 
election of President for a single term of six 
years, making Senators elective by the peo- 
ple, and dividing the Judges into three 
classes, each Class to be elected at the time of 
the election of President. This, he thought, 
would do away with the corruption bywhich 
some Senators buy their seats, but what kiad 
of a government bad they now? A Statocra- 
cy. The power of the army. Was it 
not time for the people to improve 
their government which was to preserve the 
people in the enjoyment of their liberties 
and private pursuits, but the converse of this 
was now the practice which they wiinessed 
every day. When he was here in the posi- 
tion of President there was a majority of 
two-thirds in Congress and everybody 
thought that what these two-thirds did was 
Consututionai and right. Suppose that whcn 
Congress meets next December, some man of 
influence should get up and introduce a pre- 
amble, as follows: 
W hereag, the situation of publie affairs is 
uncertain and critical, and v.bereas, the Jit- 
erties of the peopie are in great danger, and 
whereas, something is necessary to be done 
to make them more stable, therefora, 
Resolved, That A., B. or C. be and he is 
hereby declared President for the next ten 
years, till the troubles and difficulties of tae 
country shall subside. 
Suppose this should be pu.ssed, how 
easy it wonld be to follow 
the example of Napoleon, who 
elected President of France for ten years, so 
managed affairs as to be elected Emperor of 
France. We had seen what ap aroused people 
would submit to when brought into conflict 
with armed men; it were therefore 1eet for 
the people to ascertain their true position. 
This government was nearer beiog absolute 
than any of his day, listeners were aware, 
and fhis would be the _ result, unless 
the whole people are aroused to their 
danger, unless they extract the bone, this 
government will gu the way that other re- 
publics have gone. He was always willing 
to trust the people, believing their decisions 
were right. In conclusion he admitted he 
was ambitious to.:naintain his country’s lib- 
erties, He never assumed superiority, and 
never submitted to inferiority. Those whom 
he now addressed had seen all his acts as a 
public man, and his walk as a citizen. He was 
ambitious to occupy a place in the affections 
of his countrymen. 
Mr. Johnson, in conclusion, said take m 
wishes for your prosperity and happiness, and 
may God Ddless you. 
The crowd cheered. There was music by 
the band, and many oldjfriends rushed into 
the parlor to congratulate the ex-Pre -ident, 
who had spoken to them for full two hours. 


ILLINOIS FARMERS’ CON- 
VENTION. 


Cuicaao, October 23.—The Farmers’ Con- 
vention organized yesterday afternoon. A 
dispatch was rezd from Senator Windom, 
stating that asession of the Senate Commit- 
tee would be held here on the 30th, and that 
the Committee would be glad to hear any 
su, gestions the Convention had to make.
